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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
JP70005599 

'599 teaches a paste to be applied to a desired portion of a base material and detecting 
fatigue crack in the base material (Abstract) 

'599 fails to teach said paste comprising: particles having diameters of 2 um to 40 um; 
and an oil having viscosity of 5,000 centipoises to 15,000 centipoises; wherein the particles and 
the oil are mixed with each other and the particles comprise light-colored ceramics including 
white ceramics. 

But it is well known in the art to make paste with particles including white ceramics with 

certain diameter and oil having certain viscosity, and It would have been obvious to one of 

ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to utilize these known paste on the 

'599 so as to detect the cracks in metal. 

A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus 
is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 

apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex 
parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987).
